discovery. If <5ver the doctors, research workers 01 
laboratory men get stuck, let them remember the 
motto of Dr. Munyon: There is soap. 


I suppose these soap makers would consider it 


vulgar to refer to sweat by any other''name than 
perspiration. They would probably call legs limbs 
If the legs belonged to a lady. Be that as it seems, 
the soap makers arc determined that no «harming 
man or sociable -woman shall do^any prespiring even 
though it is quite normal to perspire. They arc 
pUjlng up the hoary superstition that unpleasant 
odor is a sign or a warning of disease or something 
unwholesome or unsanitary.

I wish some of 
these good people, as well as credulous young folk 
who take too seriously thc^flubdub soap ana anti- 
septic nostrum propaganda, would read Mark 
Tnain's "The Invalid's Tale."

cool the body. Virtually it contains nothing- but 
salt and water not enough of any^"impurity, toxic 
material, or waste matter" to count in any conceiv- 
able state of health or sickness. It is absurd to 
imagine the skin ever absorbs anything. It is ridicu- 
lous to'imagine the human skin "breathes"—that is* 
absorbs or 
takes in air or .excretes or rives of, 


and kind of air or iras. Theso notions are propa- 
gated only by Interests that profit on credulity. 


Sweating—not peispiration—is a good thing and 


every woman 
who wishes-to have "charm" and 


every man who would be "socially acceptable'' 
should do his or her own sweating every day, for 
the simple reason that active sweating is--a good 
index of increased metabolism, which is life, and 
active exercise, work or play of one kind or another 
Is the best means of increasing or stimulating meta- 
bolism . 


Of course there is a characteristic odor associated 


with every person, but for this, the more sweating 
the person docs the less disagreeable will such per- 
sonal or "body" odor be.

Washington, D. C. — The commis- 


sion composed of three members ap- 
pointed by the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia to evaluate prop- 
ery in condemnation proceedings mav 
well consider that Solomon had a' sim- 
ple problem when he merely had to 
decide which of two parents was en- 
titled to the baby. 


Jn determining the \alue in cash 


money of the two squares selected as 
:ho site for the proposed Supreme 
L'ouit building, this commission must 
hear the claims of various property 
owners, those of the persons approv- 
hg the selection of the site, and the 
tamihar controversy of the old versus 
the new. 


The property owners are agreed on 


one point and that is that they would 
ike the matter settled which has been 
hanging over their heads for years. 
3ne "Washingtonian remembers that 
thirty-five yea.rs ago property in that 
neighborhood was of dubious value, 
jecause the "Governor might take It 
for the Supreme Court at any time."

The large gray building set back 


and up from the street facing the 
Ea*.t front of the Capitol of the Unit- 
ed States was built to house the Fed- 
eral legislative body soon after the 
Capitol was burned by the British in 


1S14. 
As other cities endeavored at 


that time to secure the seat of .gov-^ 
eminent, a committee of Washington- 
ians set to work to prevent this disas- 
ter to their embryo metropolis. By 
their efforts money was appropriated 
to build what was known sis a tem- 
porary structure, but only because it 
was not to house Congress perman- 
ently. The building itself -tves beauti- 
fully 
finished 
with massive dark 


wood-work, elaborate cornices, 
high 


ceilings which permitted impressive 
tall -windows and doors, and pastel- 
tinted marble-lined vestibules setting 
off the elaborately craved entrances, 
all characteristic of the best in decor- 
ation of that time. 
* 


The four .years, from 18915 to 1819", 


that sessions of Congress were held 
there began the political and private 
dramas that have "been enacted until 
this" day. President Monroe was in- 
augurated there during its Congres- 
gional period. It became a kind of a 
political hotel later, many prominent 
statesmen residing in its 
spacious 


rooms. John Calhoun died there in 
1850. 


The presses which prjnted "Paul 


Pry," a weekly published- by a 
-wo- 


man, Ann Royal of Virginia, thump- 
ed and pounded where the voices of 
Clay .and Webster had been heard. 
During the Civil "War" prisoners of 
-war were confined in dungeons which 
were added 
to the 
property 
and 


which can be seen to this day. 


This tragic aspect of the old build- 


ing was lost when it was divided in 
to three private homes. Chief Justice 
Taft'is not the "first member of the 
Supreme Court to be interested in the 
property, for after its division Chief 
Justice Field occupied one of 
the 


dwellings. The other two were occu- 
pied by Mrs. Condit-Smith and Gen- 
eral Dunn\ In the garden Miss Con- 
dit-Smith became the bride of the late 
General Leonard Wood. 


The Old Brick Capitol was present- 


ed to the National "Woman's Party by 
Mrs. Oliver H. P. Belmont in 1921 
after work that -would require -the 
skill of an adept at jig-saw ^puzzles. 
The property had become so divided 
that it was necessary to acquire it 
piece-meal. The three residences were 
bought separately, and the side gar- 
den and the garden in the rear add- 
ed to complete the picture. • 


Under the direction of officials of 


the organization, partitions, 
have 


been removed, the gardens have been 
made to bloom again with iris and 
roses, and the old style of decoration 
and furnishings is being followed. The 
thrcc-in-onc house is'again the orig- 
inal whole. It is the desire oC these 
women to restore and retain every- 
thing in keeping with the old atmos- 
phere.

iJ pai^Tirs Txxntat*' 10 ndmit that 


children were born deaf, and it is on- 


ly after the child has reached the age 
of two or more they can be convinced 
that the child does not hear. It re- 
quires perhaps another year to get 
them to have a scientific study made. 


It is the belief of the investigators 


that of tho 7o$ children recorded a* 
having developed deafness ocforc the 
age of three, a largo number musi 
hate been born deaf. 


EFFECT OF DISEASES 


.Another reason for the development 


of deafness early in life is the fact 
that the period heforc 30 years of ape 
is one during which most children 
acquire scarlet fever, measles, diph- 
theria and other infectious discaws in 
which severe infections of the ear 
are exceedingly common as secondary 
complications.

There is a tremendous decrease Jn 


the number of cases of deafness ac- 
quired after the age of 10 years. 


Unfortunately the question cannot 


always be answered certainly as to 
whether deafness was present In the 
child at birth or acquired later in 
life. More and more attempts arc l>e- 
i«K made to determine this factor, 
since odiously it win have much to 
do wjih ih« control" of the conditior 
in ths luturc.
